House Ways and Means Committee Favorably Reports Bill 
After Its Introduction by Acting 
Chairman Crisp

W ashington, M arch 7. — (U.R) — 
The house w ays and m eans com­ 
m ittee today favorably reported 
the $1,096,OOO,(HK) tax bill to the 
house follow ing its. introduction 
at noon by A cting Chairman Crisp. 
The vote w as unanimous. 
Representative 
Cullen, 
demo­ 
crat, New York, reserved the right 
to file a m inority report recom­ 
m ending that 2.75 per cent beer be 
legalized and taxes at $5 a barrel. 
Acting C hairm an Crisp of the w ays 
and m eans com m ittee presented the 
m easure, a 298-page docum ent over 
w hich the com m ittee had labored for 
weeks. It w as officially titled “Reve­ 
nue bill of 1932.” 
Doubles E state Taxes 
Crisp 
announced 
the 
com m ittee 
would m eet at 2 p. rn. for the per­ 
functory duty of voting a favorable 
report on the bill. It is expected the 
house will begin debate Thursday. 
The m easure provides for $1,096,000,- 
000 in new taxes to be collected d u r­ 
ing the next y ear in an effort to bal­ 
ance the budget by Ju ly I, 1933. The 
increased income taxes would not be­ 
come effective until M arch 15, next 
year. Citizens will pay on M arch 15 
this year a t the present rates. 
B ut within 15 or 30 days, respec­ 
tively, after enactm ent, which will not 
be for several weeks, the special ex­ 
cise taxes and the m anufactures sales 
tax would become effective. 
These form a the bulk of the taxes 
proposed under the new m easure. It 
also would double estate taxes W’hich 
affect, the wealthy, levy a gift tax or 
prevent evasion of the estate tax, and 
m ade changes in adm inistrative pro­ 
visions aimed at stock m ark et tra n s­ 
actions. 
T hough the m anufactures sales tax 
is designed to raise 
$95,000,000, 
the 
sections covering this 
tax 
principle 
new to the United States require only 
26 pages of the voluminous document. 
T h at 
tax 
was 
designed 
to 
curb 
grow ing concentration of w ealth in a 
few hands, representing culm ination 
of a social and economic revolution 
carried to fruition by Woodrow Wil­ 
son. The sales tax, according to its op­ 
ponents, will spread the tax burden, 
conversely, am ong the great consum ­ 
ing and producing masses. 
Its dem ocratic and republican spon­ 
sors, sensing the rising u ndercurrent 
of opposition to this new principle, of­ 
fer the sales tax m erely as an em er­ 
gency m easure to last until July I, 
1934, with the arg u m e n t th a t it m ust 
be utilized because of failure of the 
income tax to produce sufficient reve­ 
nue in a depression era. 
Some' of its opponents fear, never­ 
theless, th a t the sales tax m ay 
be 
w ritten 
perm anently 
into 
the 
tax 
structure. They oppose introduction of 
such a tax even as a tem porary m eas­ 
ure. 
A regular republican and dem ocratic 
coalition is sponsoring the bill as a 
“non-partisan” m easure. The adm in­ 
istration has endorsed it through Sec­ 
reta ry of T reasury Mills. The opposi­ 
tion, likewise, will be draw n from both 
sides of the aisle in both house and 
senate. 
Embodies Tariff F eatu res 
The bill is a peculiarly hybrid m eas­ 
ure. It embodies tariff features in the 
42 cents a barrel tax on im ported oil 
and gasoline and the counterveiling 
section applying the tw o and a q u ar­ 
ter per cent rate to all im ports like 
in ch a racter to m a nufactured goods 
w hich come under the sales tax. 
This tariff complexion will m ake the 
bill vulnerable to all sorts of am end­ 
m ents to include o ther products, which 
are expected to be offered in house 
and senate. The bill also is vulnerable 
to “w et” attack.

A m erican “home brew industry,” de­ 
spite prohibition, by levying tax on 
malt, grape concentrates and wort, be­ 
ing -widely used by the citizen to m a n ­ 
u factu re his own beer and wine. 
In reaching beyond th e income and 
sales tax, the ways and m eans com­ 
m ittee instituted some old and new 
excise taxes to help balance the bud­ 
get, including a broad IO per cent 
am usem ent tax on all adm issions over 
25 cents, a revival of the w ar days, a 
tax on telephone, telegraph and radio 
messages, and a tax on lubricating oil.

The commission recom m ended th at 
prices, rent and com pensation with 
respect to real and personal property, 
tangible and intangible, be fixed a t the 
outbreak of hostilities.

DEATH FOR KIDNAPERS? 


I he atrocious shock of the kidnaping of the Lindbergh baby 
will undoubtedly give tremendous impetus to the movement to es­ 
tablish a federal law to cover crimes of that nature. Such a law would 
probably be a very good thing to h a w ; but we might do well to pause 
and think before we write into it the p reposed section making kidnap­ 
ing a capital offense. 


The kidnaper, of course, deserves Langing if any criminal ever 
does. 
But many police and criminal court lawyers believe that a law 
providing capital punishment for this crime defeats its own end. 
The 
kidnaper knows that, if he is caught, the penalty will be no greater 
if he has killed his victim than it will be if he ha? kept his victim alive. 


It is quite possible that such a law would considerably increase 
the percentage of fatalities in kidnaping cases. We ought to stop and 
examine that point before we take any action.

The question whether or not a man ought to be permitted to 
sell stock that he does not own is evidently about to become one of 
the leading issues of the day. 


The administration at Washington wants the right restrict­ 
ed; officials of the New York Stock Exchange oppose this plan. 
And 
the ordinary man, vaguely distrustful of both politicians and stock­ 
brokers, does not always have a very clear notion of what all tile 
shooting is about. 


Short-selling is one of those ingenious devices that only a race 
of very clever traders could ever have thought of. 
It works like this. 
You order your broker to sell for you a certain quantity of some stock. 
You own none of the stock, and on the following day you much de­ 
liver the quantity sold to the purchaser. 
To do this, you simply bor­ 
row it from your broker, who is holding it for some unsuspecting third 
party. 


You have now fulfilled your obligation to the purchaser, but 
you must make good on your borrowing from the broker; so you go 
into the market and buy stock in order to make delivery to him. 
Obviously, the only way in which this is going to be profitable 
for you is for the price of the stock to decline between the time you 
make your original sale and the time you have to buy stock to cover 
your borrowing 
lf the price does go down, you make money; if, as
